1. tlie briefing seemed to go veil this morning . There 
appeared to he a good deal of interest and again there were some 
complimentary and appreciative comments. Although Gov. Adams 
commented at the beginning that their ranks were "thin bat firm" 
this morning, l believe the audience numbered about twenty or more, 
including, in addition to Gov. Adams, Gen. Cutler, Gov. Pyle,

4. For graphics I used a map of Communist China, one of 
Indonesia, one of the Middle Hast, aad one of Morth Africa. 

5. At the end of my briefing, Gov. Adams noted that two items
